If this brief summary of the life and 
character of a leading radical states- 


we should begin by stating that Blaine 
‘ a bird — in other words’ a 
brick. Ordinarily this characterization 
would be exceedingly vague’ and un- 
satisfactory, bat with respect to the 
victim of Proctor Knott it is eminently 
vivid and suggestive. Passing from 
the speaker’s chair to the desk ofa 
member of the house of representa- 
tives, he at once assumed the position 
of a leader of his party. In this posi- 
tion his audacity led him to be aggres- 
siveand his aggressiveness on thrée 
seyeral occasions, brought him:to grief. 
First, he turned his attention; 
to Mr. Hill, and was by 
that gentleman brought up with a round’ 
turn andin short order. The contes® 
was sharp but short, and Blaine went 
to the wall, bleeding in every pore, and 
crying aloud to the north in such lan- 
guage ashecould muster, that Ander- 
sonville must be avenged. This was 
hia first experience as a martyr to the 
ensanguined undergarment, and it was 
a very bitier one. 

Shortly ‘afterwards he locked horas 
with the massive intellect and 
scholarly culture of Lamar, and 
was taken to task in a style that would 
have done credit to a country school- 
master of the last generation. Experi- 
ence, however, proved to be no pre- 
ceptor, and it was not long before Mr. 
Blaine fell a victim to the insidious elo- 
quence of Randolph Tacker, and was 
handled in a manner altogether out of 
the ordinary routine of debate. To 
say that the Maine man was terribly 
touseled—so to speak—by the gentle- 
man from Virginia would give but a 
faint idea of the character of that me=x- 
orable debate, which, happily for the 
future historian, lies sweeily 
embulmed inthe pages of the Con- 
gressional Record. 

Following this came the investiga- 
tion of Mr. Blaine’s career asa Chris- 
tian statesman,and the result was truly 
distressing. It was discovered that 
this truly good man was open to brib- 
ery, that his decisions as speaker of the 
house had not been altogether uninflu- 
enced by self-interest. It was found, 
moreover, that the virtuous member 
from Maine was suspiciously intimate 
with the fraudulent  manipulatien 
of certain railroad bonds. Then came 
the immortal Mulligan, who, with a 
batch of correspondesce, brought the 
maine martyr promptly to his knees— 
then followed the exposure of the bo- 
gus telegrams from Caldwell,and furtb- 
er disclosures of fraud, until finally it 
was thought that Blarne had been en- 
tirely obliterated.
